1 . ULSTER ATTENTION FOCUSED ON LONDON WHERE PRIME MINISTER 
WILSON WILL MAKE STATEMENT ON NORTHERN IRELAND AND SECRETARY 
OF STATE MERLYN REES WILL INITIATE PARLIAMENTARY DEBATE ON 
CONSTITUTIONAL CONVENTION REPORT TODAY. PRIME MINISTER EXPECTED 
TO CONCENTRATE ON SECURITY MEASURES AND IT GUESSED SECSTATE 

WILL RECOMMEND RECALL OE CONVENTION TO EXPLORE FURTHER ALTERNATIVES 
TO MAJORITY RULE AS RECOMMEND BY LOYALIST CONVENTION REPORT. 

2. UNITED ULSTER UNIONIST COALITION (UUUC) LEADERS AND 
ORGANIZERS MET JAN . 9 AND 10 AT HOTEL OUTSIDE ENNISKILLEN. 

SOME PARAMILITARY LEADERS ATTENDED EIRST SESSION FRIDAY AFTERNOON 
AS MEMBERS ULSTER WORKERS COUNCIL (UWC) WERE ASKED TO LEAVE BY 
REVEREND IAN PAISLEY AND DID SO. MAIN DEVELOPMENTS AT CONFERENCE 
APPEAR TO BE: (A) RESOLVE TO COUNTER A REJECTION OF "WILL OF 
MAJORITY AS EXPRESSED THROUGH BALLOT BOX" BY WESTMINSTER WITH 
PEACEFUL PROTESTS, (B) DETERMINATION THAT SINGLE LOYALIST 
PARTY NOT FEASIBLE AND CONSEQUENT DECISION TO RETAIN COALITION 
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DECISION TO HOLD SERIES RALLIES THROUGHOUT PROVINCE, BEGINNING 
NEXT MONTH AND CULMINATING IN MASS RALLY BELFAST. IT UNLIKELY 
THAT UWC NOW INTENDS MOUNT STRIKE ON MODEL MAY 1974. ONE IMPORTANT 
DETERRENT IS LACK PARAMILITARY SUPPORT, PARTICULARLY PROM ULSTER 
DEPENSE ASSOCIATION (UDA) POR UUUC WITHOUT WILLIAM CRAIG AND 
GLENN BARR, NEITHER OF WHOM ATTENDED CONFERENCE. UUUC 
COULD DISRUPT LOCAL COUNCILS BY BOYCOTTS. IRONICALLY, THIS 
MOST MEANINGPUL IN AREAS WHERE COUNCILORS DISCUSSING CROSS- 
BORDER COOPERATION WITH THEIR COUNTERPARTS IN REPUBLIC OR IRELAND.

UUUC MEMBERS AND THEIR WIVES ATTENDING CONPERENCE AWAKENED 
EARLY IAN. 10 BY GUNFIRE AS ROYAL ULSTER CONSTABULARLY FIRED 
SOME 50 ROUNDS AT WHAT THEY BELIEVED TO BE POUR GUNMEN APPROACHING
